Laws of various kinds 
have been enacted since the war 
while the subjects of litigafion have beet 
increased. 

The minority report bases its calculations 
on the present condition of the country. 
This isa mistaken basis; the government of 
the country now coming into the hands of 
our people, more ‘prosperous times will 
dawn upon us, and with prosperity, busi- 
ness wil] increase, and.an increase of busi- 
ness will] give the judges more work.
